Average Power Bill in Idaho 
Is Due for Increase of $1.05 



BOISE, Sept. 23 U.Ri— If you are 
-.1 average residential user of Idaho 
Power company electrlolty— with an 
electric stove, refrigerator, hot water 
hentcr and lights— your monthly bill 
Is about to Increase from (6,85 to 
J1.W>. 

The rate hike follows the coin- 
iny'a new schedule, approved today 
/ the public utilities commission to 
give Idaho Power more revenue to 
meet the added cost of labor and 
mnterlala and other operaUng ex- 
penses. 

Every consumer's bill, except those 
for some special services, goei up 15 
per cent. This Is expected to bring 
a gross Increase of 11 per cent, or 
tl,Q10.414 annually, to the company 
$883,700 after taxes. The POC ap- 
proved this overall Increase last 

Idanb"Tower leaUzes only the U 
per cent gi'oss because street lighting 
and lip-lgatton pimiplng rates are not 
affected. 

Neither will rates go up In the 
Salmon area, where rates already 
are the same w the new level be- 
cause of added cost of transmission 
to that remoto section of Idaho. 

The customer who uses electricity 
for space heating also may be able 
to save on his monthly bill If he 
watohes the electrical load In his 
home. PUC accountants said. Under 
the old schedule. $1.25 was charged 
for each kilowatt of space heating. 

This charge la eliminated under 
the new schedule. The spoce heater' 
bill goes up only If he uses over eight 
kilowatts In a month, Sach half- 
kilowatt of demand in excess o 
eight Is charged at the rate of 3 
kilowatt hours multiplied by 3. 

Tlio consumer who uses an electric 
stove, refrigerator and lights but 
not an electric hot water healer, 
find that his bill will be raised from 
I5.2S to 16.10. 



In the rommercial brackets, the 
operator of a small, general service 
can expect an Increase from 
around 10,65 to a new rate of $7.20. 
A maximum lond of 420 kilowatt 
hours per month would mean a 
boo.'il irom the old rate of $14.10 to 
$15.e0. 

heavy Industry, using 40,000 
kilowatt hour a month and a de- 
nd ot 100 kilowatts a month. lor 
example, will find rates Increased 
Irom an average monthly bill ot 
$436.50 to $50a. 

The PUC stated In ILs decision lo 
grant the rate Increase that the new 
tariffs were "'Just, reasonable and 
non- discriminator}'." In view of the 
rising costs of operation. 

Commissioners said Idaho Pow' 
had proved that wage Increases have 
shown a rise ol 118 per cent, whllo 
materials and supplies costs have 
increased by as much as 3B7 per 
cent.

Dellcit spending, practloed by the federal 
government lor 20 years, has actually be- 
come evident of late In the operation of state 
governments and Is also making inroads Into 
the maintenance of t>ie American home. 

Btate govornmen'ts, Aurvoys show, devel- 
oped a taste for red Ink a few years ago. 
Whereas in liH6 only one state spent more 
than It Received, the number has risen to Ifi 
by 1948 and to 36 by fiscal 1650. 

Figures Just recently assembled from de- 
partment of labor statistics show that the 
average city family In this country spent 
$400 more than It earned during 1950. The 
average urban income per family, after per- ■ 
Bonal taxes, was about $4,300. That sam« 
Jamlly, according to the survey, spent $4,700. 

The story of federal financing Is a simple 
one to relate. Our government has operated 
In the black only three of the last 20 years— 
1947, 1948 and IflSI. Next year will be no bet- 
ter, with an expected deficit ol 12.7 billion 
dollars being piled on top of the 260 billion 
dollar federal Mlebt now standing. 

Has the federal government's habit of 
deficit llhanclng caused this practice to be 
Imitated In the state governments and In 
the private home? Perhaps this, too, can be 
listed with Inflation, high prices, high 
taxes, and government waste when enumer- 
ating the Insidious effects of Unclp Sam's 
spending ^r^ excess of Income. 

Fortunately for the people of Idaho, wa 
have a state administration that wants no 
part of deficit spending. The state's finances 
&FS In good shape and there is no evidence 
that the administration will go overboard 
on the budget for the next biennlum. In 
spite of ever-Increasing demands to spend 
more and more money. Call that "defeat- 
Ism." "pessimism," or any of the other re- 
actions you customarily get from those who 
always are eager to spend more money. It's 
still the only sane approach to a sound 
economy — the age-old principle of living 
within one's means, 

The master planners In Washington have 
been fairly succes^ul in minimizing the 
seriousness of our national debt, usually 
with Borne such explanation as "after all, 
we only owe this money to ourselves," 

If the average householder wants to prove 
to himself, however, how this beautiful 
theory actually works out, let him go on a 
little deficit economy of his own— such as 
trying to borrow more and more money from 
the banks to pay bills which otherwise he 
cannot meet. Just let him try It. He'll soon 
find out how far he gets trying to kid him- 
self Into believing that he simply owes all 
his Indebtedness to himself. 

Sooner or later the banker will call a halt 
on loaning him any more money and the 
butcher wJH be mtter him with a meat axe.

Roncvelt had barred Hoy Howard 
from all (rdnts and war Eones on the 
ground that he was a publisher and 
had his fair share ol representation 
In his staff reporters. Actually. 
Roo.scvelt was running a strate on 
Howard, but even so Howard was 
offered a chance to make a trip If 
he would pretend to be a Red Cross 
observer of some kind. 

Roy did not go Into the particu- 
lars because this struck him as a 
proposal to abuse the Red Cross. 
The enemy might selie on auch a 
subterfuge to repudiate the Geneva 
convention, with terrible conse- 
quences to prisoners of war and clv- 
lllsns In occupied aoncs. Howard 
spumed the proposition. 

Standley took up Roosevelt's re- 
quest with the Soviet foreign office 
and Stalin wanted to know whether 
Sulzberger was coming solely In the 
Interests ot the Red Cross, "or as 
an editor and newspaperman." He 
replied that he was siu-s Sulzberger 
WHS not coming as a newspaperman. 

"This did not satisfy Stalin," 
Standley continued, "who came 
back promptly with a request that 
I get assurance from Roosevelt him- 
self- This was promptly forthcxim' 
Iny and Just as promptly were the 
permission granted and the visas 
Issued." 

Standley wrote that ho Invited 
Sulzberger to be his guest at the 
enjbassy and that Sulzberger. In 
ceptlng. asked whether Standley 
could accommodate his secret arj', 

"Rather to my astonishment," the 
admiral wrote, "when Bulzbcrgi 
secretary appeared he Ivaa no other 
than Mr. Jimmy Reslon. the New 
York 'rimes' moat-enperlenoed re 
porter. I em sure tho Russians con' 
sldered that they had been duped.' 

He wrote further that when he 
came home, Roosevelt told him 
Sulfberger had said ho desired lo go 
to Russia In any capacity. 

"And so," says the admiral, "he 
came ns a director of the Red Cross." 

Pursuing the tacts I asked Mr. 
Sulzberger for a copy of this report 
to the International Red Cross or 
any other report to any other de- 
partment of the Red Crons In reply, 
Sulzberger said :

Care of Your Children

A 0-year-old boy, who Is the old- 
est of four children, can be a thorn 
in the flesh to his mother. He. like 
all boys of his stage of growth, girls, 
too. will not be likely to take house- 
Iteeplng chores a.-; entertainment. 
Hanging their clothes on the hooks, 
leaving their bedrooms in order In 
the morning, the bathroom In ahape 
for the next persnn. are activities 
foreign to their Ideas of living. The 
adults who take such things ser- 
iously are a puzile to them. 

"1 can't go out unUI I tidy my 
room." complains the small culprit 
who. that morning, left pajamas on 
the floor,, yesterday's bkiuse lying 
on the chair, one slipper under the 
bed and the other across the room, 
and a wet towel In the bathroom 
under » dripping faucet. 

"What do you expect.", osics his 
mother, noting the tone of com- 
plaint in his voice as he gives the 
bad news to his playmate. "You 
surely can't expect me, with all I 
hnve to do In the morning, lo pick 
up after you. I've told you asafn 
and again that you must leave your 
room In order, that you must hang 
your things up. I'm sick and tired, 
of telling you." 

That can well be. Mothers of 
small children do grow weary tell- 
ing them what and how and when, 
but there Is no escape from that. 
Children Just don't have adult Ideas 
about tidiness, helpfulness, good 
housekeeping and they nili9!t_bt 
taught. This takes endless repeti- 
tion, endless reminders, endless In- 
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slatence. The only comfort In the 
situation Is that In time the teach- 
ing, takes hold and the habit Is sel 
lifetime. Until then we Just 
teach. Insist and hope. 

When hope is fading and patience 
ending, one must help oneself by 
knowing that this sort of habit 
takes hold slowly. But It does take 
hold in the child's mind and txxly. 
For a long time It does not ahow 
on the surface, in action, but one 
con be certain It is growing stronger 
day by day. 

One day the miracle will happen- 
He will hang his pajamas on the 
hook, place his slippers neatly on 
the floor underneath the bathrolw 
that hangs In its place. He will fold 
his napkin, push his chair back in 
Its place and prepare briskly to 
get off to school. Some of the vli 
has gone out of his movements. He 
actually closes the door behind him 
and no slam shakes the dishes 
the shelves. He doesn't feel too 
well, one thinks. 

Be prepared. The child you have 
taught, trained, served, cajoled and 
shoved toward maturity has at lost 
entered tlie uneasy state. If 
ing of loneliness steals into your 
heart, cheer up. There la another 
stage of growth appearing, another 
set ot dos and don't coming up. 
Take a long breath and hope tor the 
best, for the child la entering ado- 
lescence.
